(CALIFORNIA ALIEN LAND LAW 
UPHELD BY FEDERAL COURT

Judges Say it Violates Neither United | 


States Constitution Nor Treaty 
With Japan.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 24.—Cali- 
fornia’s alien land law violates no 
provisions: of the Constitution of the 
United States nor does it conflict 
with the treaty between the United 
States and Japan, according to the 
unanimous opinion rendered yester- 
dav by Judge W. W. Morrow of the 
United States® Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, and Judges M. T. Dooling, and 
Ww. H. Sawtelle, of the United States 
District Court.

Method of Immunizing Children 


From Diphtheria Outlined. 


Diphtheria-immune school popu- 


lations can be developed by the im- 


munization of children before they 


reach school age, according to Dr. 


Abraham Zingher of New York, who 
outlined to the Section on Diseases 


of Children in the Odeon the-results 
obtained by the New York Health 
Department in its campaign against 
that disease in the public schools. 

Fully 80 to 85 per cent of all cases 
and deaths from diphtheria otcur in 
children under the age of five, years, 
he said. It is these children! which 
it is planned will be reached with 
protective injections of toxin-anti- 
toxin serum in a drive to bé started 


probably permanent immunity to 
this most fatal of ajl diseases of 
childhood. 

Dr. Zingher declares that vaccina-

“Children from native American 
stock have been found the most sus- 
ceptible to diphtheria, and the chil- 
dren of Italian extraction the least,” 
said Dr. Zingher. 

“We have also found that the chil- 
dren from the homes of the more 
well-to-do are much more suscept- 
ible to diphtheria than those from 
the homes of the poorer classes of 
the population who live in the close- 
ly crowded districts.”
